Sweet Ornnge And Grape Frult |

Tangerine Marmalade.

Pluce the orange pips in another 
basin and cover with a pint of cold 
water, Leave both for twenty-four 
hours and then strain the water 
from the pips.into the other vessel.

BLACK SPOTS on SILVER. 


Silver articles sor sometimes develop 
disfiguring black spots which do 
not come away when the silver is 
cleaned. These spots- frequently 
yieled to treatment with a mixture 
of methylated apirits and ammonia. 
Mix a few drops of each in an egg- 
cup and rub a little on to the marks 
with a soft‘rag. Then wash the 
articles in hot soapy water and dry 
thoroughly. Finally polish in the 
usual manner, when it will be found 
that the unsightly black spots have 
disappeared,

The Gold Boom. 


Perhaps because of its sudden- 
ness the importance of the boom 
in the South African goldmining 
industry has not yet been fully 
recognised by the public; yet it 
is strongly reminiscent of the 
hoom that took place on the Wit- 
watersrand in the later part of 
the great economic depression of 
the nineties. That phenomenon 
was due to the discovery of the 
cyanide process, which raised the 
percentage of the recovery from 
gold ore by about 30 per cent. 
The consequent great increase in 
the output of geld was the mo- 
netary foundation of the subge- 
quent steady rise in commodity 
prices—they rose, according -to 
the Economist, from 87 in 1895 
to. 419 in 1914—which continued 
for two deeades until the War 
with its vast expenditures led ta 
a great inflation of fiduciary mo- 
Ney and changed the basis of 
reckoning from gold to paper. The 
rise in commodity prices after the 
cyanide discovery occurred sim- 
ply beeause gold, like other 
things, is susceptible to the laws 
of supply and demand; the in- 
crensed production caused a fall 
in its value, which meant that 
the prices of other things rose in 
terms of gold. The cyanide dis- 
covery ‘was therefore one of the 
major influences which brought 
relief to the world from the econ- 
jomic depression of the- nineties, 
which is the most recent of the 
depresgions' comparable, h

Here is another toy which you can 
make from odd pieces of thin card- 
board. For the sides of the cote, 
cut a piece of the card six and a 
quarter inches Iong and two inches 
wide, and mark out the shape to the 
sizes given in diagram A. Cut out 
the four entrance holes with a sharp 
penknife, then cut round the out 
line with a pair of ecissors. Now,

square. Apply a little adhesive to 
the strip B and stick this to the

The toy pigcon cote made 
from thin cardboard, 


For the floor of the cole, cut’ a

Cut a piece of thick cardboard for 
the base F, and make a hole in the 
centre large enough for a round 
pencil ‘to pass through. Next, cut 
o atrip of thin stiff paper, five and a 
half inches long and one and a half 
inches wide. Roll this round the 
pencil and stick the edge to form 
a tube. When the glue is quite 
dry. slip the tube off the pencil and 
glue one end fn the hole in the base, 
to form the supporting post for tho 
cote, as shown in the firat diagram. 
Glue the cote on top of the post, 
and the little toy is complete. 

To make the pigeons, mark out 
two or three shapes on a piece of 
thin white card—a’ postcard would 
do—and cut them with a ‘penknife.
